From 1873 down to the session of 
the last congress Springer was in favor 
of free coinage of silver and voted over 
20 times for such a proposition, but as 
soon as his party got into power he 
changed his policy and opposed free silver. 
In 1890 and again in 1892 Mr. Springer 
told the Illinois farmers they could not 
afford to raise wheat at 70 cents; that 
they lost money every time they did it. 
and that they would not find relief from 
that condition save by a return of the 
Democrats to power: that now, when 
that party is in power and its ruinous 
policies have crippled the power of con- 
sumption to such an extent that the 
farmer's wheat brings him only 42 cents 
a bushel, that same Springer tells the 
farmer that he never was so prosperous. 
When Cleveland and Oresham disgraced 
the government by their stupidity in the 
Queen Lil affair, Mr. Springer was a 
cuckoo and proclaimed very loudly and 
very 'unnecessarily his intention to de- 
fend the course of the president in a 
speech, but the speech was never made. 
The president made an ignominious fail- 
ure of the Hawaiian affair, and left his 
brood of cuckoos to look after them- 
solves, and the world lost that speech. 
This is the man who is said to stand out 
conspicuously as a man of brains. 
He

elect a man who will at least be consist- 
ent.

An anal- 
ysis of September returns shows that 
freight earnings increased 5.2 per cent, 
on the roads reporting, against 13 1 per 
pent in August, while the decrease in 
passenger earnings was 14.5 in Septem- 
ber, against 18.6 in August The ton- 
nage movement from Chicago con- 
tinues Irehind that of last year, for the 
week 27 per cent, and for the month 
thus far 32 per cent. 


The exchanges at principal clearing 


houses lor the second week of October 
ai e relatively smaller than for the first 
w eek, exceeding those of last year only 
3.1 per cent. while 21 5 per cent, less 
than in 1SUJ. The general average of 
prices is about 6 per cent, lower than a 
year ago, though stillsomewhathigher 
than in July last. 


The iron industry records larger pro-
